REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 thru 7 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

In regard to claim 1 , the prior art of record fail to show the legged mobile robot 
being able to be operated to a specific motion posture in which the robot is in contact 
with an external at a first predetermined portion or portions between the distal portion or 
portions of one or more specific link mechanisms among the plurality of link 
mechanisms and the base body, wherein at least one or more of the plurality of joints 
are provided between the first predetermined portion or portions and the distal portion or 
portions of the link mechanism. 

In regard to claim 6, the prior art of record fail to show a predetermined portion 
located between the base body and the distal portion and wherein when the mobile 
robot is in a specific posture position the predetermined portion of at least one of the 
plurality of link mechanisms contacts the external surface.
